format. Persistence tables basically are binary files where data for all different types of objects 
get stefe stored in the NCP 104. When users make any changes through a line operator interface 
(LOI) or NMS for a certain type of object, its persistence table will get updated as well. Thus, 
the persistence table is the place that the NMS server 102 is interested for object synchronization. 
Moreover, this step cannot be done in the NMS server 102 because it requires some support from 
NCP utilities. 
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
